THE COVERNMENT DISTRUSTS DOCTORS. 


In his admirable and eloquent address to the Amer- | 
ican Medical Association in Washington President | 
Coolidge, pointing out the great progress made by 
medical science in preserving health and conserving | 
“life, paid a well-deserved tribute to the members of | 
‘the medical profession as leaders in this work. In| 
order to fulfill their mission the physicians and sur- | 
_geons must be men of intelligence, conscience and 


‘honor. 
The Government, of which Mr. Coolidge is head, 


does not trust them. Recognizing by law the value of | 
alcohol in various forms as a medicine, the Govern-| 
| ment limits the amount that a physician may pre-| 
‘scribe and surrounds his prescription with drastic | 
‘regulations, to prevent the abuse of the prescribing | 
| privilege. | 
Under the Government's restricting regulations, 
‘both the honor and consolence of physicians are 
‘under suspicion. The discovery of the slightest de. 
| parture from the rigid regulations deprives the physi- 
cian of the use of alcoholic medicine. His knowledge | 
of what is good for his patient is ignored. Leaders 
of the Antisaloon League and prohibition legisla- | 
tors and the officials of the prohibition enforcement | 
department know better the needs of the doctors’ pa- 
tients and the amount of liquor they should prescribe 
‘than the doctors themselves. The prohibition enforce- 
ment officials are far more worthy of being trusted | 
than the doctors, who are legally regarded as criminal | 
suspects. 
| There is a revolt among the doctors against this 
| proscription of the profession in the laws regulating 
| ‘their practice and guarding against their supposed in- 
tent to violate the laws. The doctors regard it as. 
a reflection upon the honor, consciente and intelli- 
| gence of the profession. And rightly so. They are 
particularly incensed when, by some hook or crook, | 
| patent medicines with high alcoholic content are sold | 
openly and freely as beverages. | 
Mr. Coolidge did not mention this legal reflection | 
on the medical profession. He expressed no opinion ,

This plan, as outlined by Walter Duranty, writ- 
ing from Pekin, calls for the establishment of a.

moar powers during that period. This board 
| would be superior to all diplomatic representatives, 
and would control all military forces in China.- It 
would rule that country through a system of mixed | 
commissions, and would have an expense fund of 

250,000,000. The board would be made up of the 
representatives of six nations — America, Britai 
France, Germany, Italy and Japan. 

It is unlikely, of course, that such a Plan will be 
adopted by the United States, for it is not only the 
antithesis of our historical attitude toward the Chi- 
nese, but it is a too obvious effort upon the part of 
American business in China and the allied Powers 
to induce us to assume burdens which are not right- | 
ly ours. We have a duty to our nationals there. and 
are discharging that faithfully , but we have no re- 
sponsibility to protect the contains and privileges 
which other Powers have exacted from the Chi- 
nese.
